For over a year now, it has been popular among radical s to re- 
fer to the police and other authority figures as "pigs". Surpri- 
singly, most of the complaints about this designation have come from 
the two-legged pigs. Your Gamesmaster, whose background includes 
years in the rural Midwest, knows that the four-legged pigs are in- 
telligent and sympathetic creatures. One might expect that they 
would resent the comparison more strongly. 

But the four-legged pigs have also been accused of activities 
directed against the best interests of the human race. The aesuoa- 
tion was made by Dr, Martin M. Kaplan, chief of veterinary public 
health of the World Health Organization. (I trust that Dr. Kaplan 
is not simply exercising an anc-stral prejudice against the porcine 
species,) According to a report in the New York Times , Dr. Kaplan 
believes that new strains of influenze evolve in the pigs of south- 
ern China, He believes that the 1918 flu epidemic, as well as the 
more recent outbreaks of "Asian Flu" and "Hong Kong Flu", originated 
with mutations of viruses in the large herds of pigs in South China. 

Various branches of the Capet family (descended from a butcher 
who lived in early medieval France) are still squabbling over their 
title to the non-existent Spanish throne. Principal contenders, ac- 
cording to the New York Daily News of 19 January 1969, are Don Juan 
and his son Don Juan Carlos, Also in on the act' was the Parma branch 
of the family, with Don Carlos Hugo: subbing for his ailing father 
Don Javier, Further. off is Don Juan's brother Don Jaime, who as a 
victim of hemophilia is eminently qualified to be king. 

At last reports, -Don Juan Carlos is willing to take the thrpne, 
but his father is not willing to give it up,; No word has yet come 
from Generalissimo Caudillo ' Franco, who presumably will have ft 
little to say on the matter. 

Why not submit the whole matter for .adjudication by the 
Augustan Society? . ' 

Despite reverses in the past couple of centuries, the king busi- 
ness still ppys very well, so the competition for the Spanish throne 
is understandable. According to Victor Riesel, the labor columnist 
of the New York Daily Column , King Frederik IX of Denmark even has a 
cost-of-living escalator clause in his contract, (10 January 1969). 
The three Scandinavian mo narchs average $61j.5.»000 per year. 

This is apparently starvation wages in the king racket, Queen 
Elizabeth II has a royal allowance of $1,11^.0,000 per year, presum- 
ably including the income from a royal holding company called the 
Duchy of Lancaster whose financial maneuvers are shrouded in dusk. 
Prince Charles is gradually being eased into this financial status; 
when he turns 21 he will step into an income of $1|80,000 per year. 

In other monarchies, King Baudouin I of Belgium gets |8ij.0,000» 
the Emperor Hirohito practices his hobby of amateur biology on 
|p233,000 a year, while the self-Exiled Constantinos XIII of Greece 
gave up $600,000 a year to rusticate in Rome* Even Grand Duke Jean 
of Luxembourg, ruler of a 999-square mile fragment left over from 
the Holy Roman Empire, gets #266,000 per year. 

But the real leader of the royalty business is Queen Juliana of 
the Netherlands, As monarch, of a nation whose financial acumen has 
never been called into question, she gets an annual salary of no less 
than. H4. million dollars J 

"The occasionally heard suggestion that the United States become 
a monarchy ignores these important financial matters. In a President 
we are getting much more work done at the piddling price of $200,000 
per year - only of what the worst-paid of fee above-mentioned 
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. *;L'oitpu; bs'^o Cavils over-- the recent Increase in the presiden- 
tial salary should take into account comparisons with monarchies. 

However, though kings may be doing well the squeeze is on for 
mere noblemen. The district fire chief of the Swedish town of Ka- 
trineholm refused permission to the Countess OecillaxLevehhauf t to 
burn down her family caatle of Sj8holm. The countess claimed that 
the 32-room castle was too expensive to maintain, (New York Post, 
8 July 1968 ) t - :"' ' • . •

On 26 
March 1969 the cumbersome title of "Baron Constantine of Mar aval in 
Trinidad and Tobago and of Nelson in the Country Palatime &n Lanca- 
shire" Was bestowed on a retired cricket player named Learle Cpn- 
stantinei The title was not so auch. for his abilities before the 
wicket as for his contrlbutioias to better race relations; he seems 
to be a sort of British Jackie Robinson. (New York Times, 2? March

A towering scandal in Australia has grox^n out oC just such a 
case - though the woman spy did not become pregnant in the line of 
duty.

To keep tabs on the activities of . the CIA and other U, S. in- 
telligence agencies, Dr. Julius Mader of Berlin has written a handy 
little book entitled Who's Who in the C. I. A. The book contains 
brief biographical sketches of about 3000 American agents, past and 
present. Dr. Mader's title Is rather modest; in addition to the 
CIA the book lists operatives of the Defense Intelligence Agency, 
the National Security Agency, and. various civil intelligence groups 
including even NASA»s "Section 10-10". Tables of Organization indi- 
cate' the connections within and among these agencies. For informa- 
tion about getting the book, wri'te to Dr. Mader at Mauerstrasse 69, 
1066 Berlin W 66, DDR (East Germany). 

In the New Yo'-k Daily Column of 3 April 1969, financial reporter 
Milton Moskowltz reports the growth of chains of discount toy stores, 
springing up to capitalize on the annual $2.5 billion gross of toys 
and games In this country. Mattell Inc. leads the field, with Mil- 
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ton Bradley second. "Educational toys are on the upswing today: 
rifles, tanks,, and other weaponry are losing their salespower."

Adult board games are also breaking all records, as Barnard

notorious Rand Corporation, is. a best seller at $8 per set. But 
"many cf the new games are so difficult (the rules are sometimes book 
length) or take so long to finish that they scare- off all but the
